Pair Of Safecrackers Seen Fleeing Federal Build­ 
ing After Explosion Of Nitro-Glycerine Sets 
Fire To Records And Supplies In Repository, 
By John A. Mumper; Police Find Good 
Clues. 


I ire. following an attempt to blow open a safe in the 
main vault at the Gettysburg postoffice this morning, 
and the failure of the explosion to crack the strong box, 
foiled efforts of yeggmen to secure approximately $25,000 
worth of stamps and $500 in currency and checks, Tues­ 
day’s receipts at the office. 
After burning a large rectangular hole in the steel 
sheet door of the vault, the burglars placed a charge of 
nitro glycerine around the small crack of the door of a 
large safe inside the vault, and set it off. 
The blast threw the safe forward, tore off handles 
and knobs on the face of the door and set fire to record 
hooks and a stock of stamped envelopes kept in the vault. 
Leave Glues 
When the thieves saw that their attempt to blow 
open the safe was futile they beat a hasty retreat, leav­ 
ing behind several clues for authorities to work on. 
John A. Mumper, Baltimore street photographer, 
who lives opposite the postoffice, was awakened by the 
explosion. 
Running lo a window, he saw two men run 
rapidly from behind th.? postoffice and disappear between 
the building of “The Compiler** and a storage house for 
the newspaper at the end of the lot. 
The would-be robbers gained entrance to the postof- 
tice through a window at the northeast corner of the first 
floor of the building. 
Marks on the window*sill showed 
I hat a jimmy had been u>ed to force the link, which was 
broken. 
Nothing Taken 
The burglars* object was the $25,000 
worth 
of 
stamps and lue-day’s receipts of the postoffice, approxi­ 
mately $500 in currency and checks.

In view of that fact, it is deplorable 
that a lodging hourie "clique”, which 
happens to find itself in control of 
the ordinance committee of borough 
council, should reopen a question, pre­ 
sumably definitely settled by a group 
of their peers, upon the alleged "pc 
tition” of less thnn 15 per cent of the 
total number, which their 
attorney 
claims exi:f in Gettysburg. 
So far as we can learn, there is no 
town, or city, in the country that ]>er- 
mits soliciting on its streets. 
Why 
should Gcltysbu rg ? 
I.'Ultimate lodging houses 
fill 
a 
need. 
They are entitled to all the 
business they gel. 
But street beg­ 
ging for business, bartering and bick­ 
ering, which the pnqiosed lodging- 
heuse-ordinancc-eommittec of borough 
council would bring about by taking 
the teeth out of the soliciting ordi­ 
nance, is a menace to the future wel­ 
fare of Gettysburg. 
Let a good thing alone! 
The lodg­ 
ing liouses themselves would be the 
worst sufferers in the kmg lain if the 
ordinance covering soliciting is chang­ 


ed and we believe the majority of 
them realize that fact and are content 
to let well 
enough 
alone. 
They 
might gain a few nickels for the pres­ 
ent, but they would 
be 
"hanging 
thorn selves” as to the future. 
Ix*t’s boost Gettysburg, and forget 
any class! 
All of us will profit in 
proportion. 
It is to be hoped that 
the present council wall not be as 
shortsighted in changing the solicit­ 
ing rule* and regulations as a former 
council was in vetoing the gift of a 
"White Way.” 
Ta prove thai they are nut selfishly 
inrKnded.— as many persons in Gettys­ 
burg assert they are,—will the lodg­ 
ing house proprietors, who have be«‘n 
given general public confidence, with 
their election to borough council, make 
a promise to the people of the com­ 
munity that they will refrain from 
taking lodgers themselves during the 
term of their public ollice? The Get­ 
tysburg Times will cheerfully publish 
their answers to this question. 
Imagine 
yotirself, on a vacation 
trip, being surrounded by a group of 
clamoring boys and grown men in­ 
sisting upon piloting you off to their 
lodging houses which you can’t set: 
and which you know nothing about, at 
every town in which you happen to 
stop. 
The thought isn’t so pleasant, 


is it? 
You have a pretty well de­ 
fined plan in your mind when you 
start on a trip as to just w*hat sort of 
accommodations you w'ant in the w*ay 
of lodging and you can usually find 
just about what you want in most any 
town you want to spend the night 
without the annoyance of solicitors. 
Frequently, 
metropolitan 
news­ 
papers and magazines of national cir­ 
culation, which come to the desk of 
the editor, contam scathing articles 
of criticism concerning the soliciting 
evil in Gettysburg. This sort of pub­ 
licity does the town no good, and 
counteracts the favorable publicity the 
farseeing business people of the com­ 
munity are spending many hundreds 
of dollars each year to broadcast.
